The School Question Arrangements 'Will Be 
Made Known in a Week,

London, Oct. 13.— Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach, chancellor of the exechequer 
apeiikiiig at Darlington to-night, said 
that the actual i)osition of the powers 
with regard to the J^iiateni (lueHtioiiB 
was that Russia, Austria and Germany 
■were determined, ■with a view of pre- 
serving the European peace, to main- 
tain the status quo in Turkey. That liad 
been lOntrhind's traditional jjoiicy, he 
said, and any dejiarturB from 
it would meet with active resis- 
tance by the powers. At the same 
time ubaoliito inaction waa nioio danger- 
ous to the jieace of JOurope than would 
be the united interference by the powers 
to compel 'Turkish reforms. Kniiland's 
uresent policy, tlie Chancellor jiflirmed, 
was to secure a concert of the powers to 
insist upon reform. He asserted most 
ompliatically that the government did 
not defiire to act alone or to obtain any 
special advantage to England. 

Mr. ;Senry Labonchere in a long ar- 
ticle to' Truth on the succession to the 
Liberal le.adership disclaimed any per- 
sonal lintipathv to Lord Rosebery, but 
expressed the belief that democracy is 
cribbed and confined by having its head 
a great nobleman withuut delinite opin- 
ion and without a determination to 
tramp underfoot everything staiuiing in 
the way of demooracy. "Tlie future of 
democracy," writes 5lr. Laljouchere, " is 
involved in tlKMjuestion of tlie leader- 
ship. There ia no room for a conipro- 
miso. ,Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
must be the successor. Mr. Aequitli's 
selection by Lord Rosebery has too much 
of the warming jmn about it." 

Tlie Times exjiresses the belief that 
the rival claims of Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt and Jlr. Asquith for the sue 
cession to the leadership of the Liberal 
party will compel the recall of Mr, Glad- 
stone to try to unite the party. Lor^ 
Hosobery has cancelled all of his political 
engagements, but he does not intend to 
withdraw permanently from public life. 

It is learned that tlie conference on 
Saturday between the Marquis of .Salis- 
bury, Secretary of State for the Colonies 
Hon. .Toseph Chamberlain and the Brit- 
ish ambassador at Washington, .Sir Ju- 
lian l'£'incefote, was most satisfactory. 
It is believed, in the highest quarters at 
least, that a settlement ot the Venezue- 
litn question will be decided upon with 
the United States before tlie end of the 
month. Sir Julian Pauncefote sails for 
Xew York on Wednesday with final in- 
structions. The Marquis and ,Sir Julian 
Pauncefote had a long conference this 
afternoon. 

A despatch from Ferrol says a mutiny 
has occurred on board the Spanisli war- 
ship Alfanzo XIII lying at that port. 
Porty liunnere rebelled and attempted to 
seiee the boat and go ashore. A fight 
between the mutineers and the marines 
and others ot those on board ship en- 
sued, with the result that the revolt was 
Bupi>res8ed and the mutineers jiut in 
irons. 

The Peruvian chamber of deputies re- 
jected to-day the senate'.'! project to jiro- 
vide for the registration of, and thus to 
legalize, non-Catholic marriages. This 
action will delay the measure. 

EASTERN SITUATION. 

Public Interest Intensified in Presence of 
Earl Roseberv's Resignation. 

New YoaK, Oct. 13. — A Herald special 
from London says : "Public interest is 
still intent upon the new situation cre- 
ated by Lord Rosebery's resignation, 

and by his forcible speech, which makes 
him the hero of the hour. Seldom in 
politics liaa a single speech produced 
such a decided, instantaneous etl'cct. 
The nation is in much better frame of 
mind for taking an impartial view of the 
Eastern situation than it was three days 
ago. 

" The recent visit of the Emperor of 
Russia to France indicates that all JOu- 
rope is now in common accord to pre- 
serve peace, and not to let it bo (Hsturb- 
ed l)y i'lugland or any one jiower. Tlie 
people of Jingland are at last beginning 
to appreciate the fact that the Jilinperor 
of Russia, who is now the arbiter of 
pence, will not permit it to he disturbed 
by the isolated aggression of any one 
power acting without tlic assent of 
united J'^urcipe, and in the way the noisy 
and uproarious bands of. Gladatonian 
Bcntimentiilists strove bo persistently to 
bring about,"

The " Globe " Says the Appolhtinent of An 
, Outsider 'Would Have Been 
'Unconstitutional. , 

Toronto, Oct. 13. — (Special) — The 

Globe's Ottawa correspondent says: "A. 
J. McColl, Q.C., of Westminster, B. C, 
has been appointed Judge of the Supreme 
court of British Columbia at a salary of 
Iff), 000. A good deal of newspaper talk 
had been heard of the intention of the 
cabinet to ajJpoint an outsider to this 
position, the iianiea of Joseph Martin 
and D. C. Praser, M.P., being freely 
mentioned. How baseless it all was ia 
proved by the fact that the appointment 
of either of these gentlemen would have 
been unconstitutional. Section 97 of the 
B, N. A. act, which was made applicable 
to British Oolumbia at the union, stiou- 
lates that until certain conditions have 
been fulfilled with regard to uniformity 
of procedure the judtres shall lie selected 
froni the bar of the provim e, winch law 
baa in the [last Ijeen violated in some 
cases, but Premier Laurier's ministry 
evidently intends to show duo regard for 
provincial rights."

Prof. Ijankester atid many others. Tlie 
mourners were headed by the widow, 
sons and daugliters of the deceased 
Canon Ainser ofBciated and four bearers 
carried the Dier, upon which was a'gbld 
casket containing the ashes of Du Mail 
rier. The casket was smothered in flow- 
ers, and after the funeral ceremonies 
was interred in the church yard under a 
yew tree. The tloral wreaths included 
several from actresses who have played 
the part of Trilby. 



RESCUED SAILORS. 

Sailors of a Norwegian Bark Picked Up at 
Sea— Nine Days >Vithout Food 
or Water. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 13.— The British 

steamer Evelyn, Capt. Horner, from 
Huelva. Spain, anchored in the Dela- 
ware river tliis evening, having on 
board the almost lifeless bodies of nine 
seamen of the crow of the i^^orwegian 
bark Lovise wiio were picked up at sea 
after being adrift without food or water 
for nine days. Their condition when 
rescued was a most pitiable one, and go 
faint had they become that it was 
necesary to tie lines to them 
to haul them aboard the steam- 
ship. The particulars of the terrible 
suflering of the men are meagre, as they 
are still too weak to go into details. The 
Lovise, in charge of Captain Anderson, 
left Mobfle August 17 for Rosario with 
a full cargo of lumber. She experienced 
hurricanes and. was badly disabled. Her 
condition lieiuime so bad that all hands 
bad to leave her in two sniall boats, and 
until the I'A'eU'n hove in sight they iiad 
not .seen a vessel for nine days. They 
could not have lasted another night. 
Under the treatment received since on 
board the Evelyn the unfortunate men 
are recovering," but their condition is 
still precarious.

On the other hand, all the legislation so 
far enacted by the provinces, as regards 
the' inland waters ani^'' fisheries, is en- 
dorieiji by the Suprenie court. In the 
tidal waters, neither the Dominion nor 
tlie Provinces can restrict the public 
right of fishing. The judgment ia greatly 
involved, but apparently its essence is 
that the provinces will get nil they ever 
claimed, while the Dominion's claims 
are coiuiidei-ably restricted. The judg- 
ment' will he appealed to England. 

Althomrh several ministers are out of 
town to-day a cabinet council was called 
for the purpose of conferring with the 
Manitoba delegation on the school ques- 
tion. The meeting lasted until Oo^clock. 
The basis of a settlement was talked over 
with Hon. Mr. Cameron, the provincial 
ee'.retfii y, who was invited into the 
council it'.ainber. The negotiations will 
bo in progress two or three days, and by 
Friday, when a full meeting of the couii- 
cilis to be held, the terms of a eettle- .

any doubt th at a large and permanent 
ore chute haU been found. The ore is 
identical in ap'^iearance with the Koot 
enay ore. It is very beautiful and rich 
looking. The shiift is down 30 feet and 
there are two feet >,of solid clean ore in 
the bottom on the foot wall. The width 
o! the ledge is not yet known. The foot 
wall is perfectly smoo th and almost ver- 
tical. The last shots opened up a body 
of ore across the entir.'; bottom of the 
shaft a width of about si x feet. 

The Iron Horse ia again to the front, 
and the news is of the most reasaurin<; 
character The upraise is by 11 feet 
in the clef.v, and there is a magnificent 
showing 01 solid ore. The entire up- 
raise is in ore, except a streak of decom- 
posed vein matter running diagonally 
across. The hanging wall has been 
found, but no loot wall. Ore is 
being taken out now in large quantities. 
Testa last year showed live or six fent of 
it to be of good grade and the smelter 
returns on one car load of it were excel- 
lent. 

On Saturday evening the miners work- 
ing in the crosscut from the bottom of 
the Mugwump ])rogpect shaft broke into 
a tine ore vein whicii shows two, feet of 
solid ore. In general appearance the 
ore is a precise duplicate of tiie Iron 
Mask, War Eagle, Lo Hoi and Josio pro- 
duct. The ore assays from l\v./ to eiglit 
dollars in goltl ami four to tliirteoii and 
one-half per cent, copper, with four to 
six ounces of silver per ton. 

The Georgia has the best showing it 
has ever had since the present owners 
began operations. Assays during the 
week indicate an average total vahie in 
gold, copper and silver of iflS per ton, 
• and this from ore within 30 feet of the 
surface. In ten day's more the Georgia's 
])osition ought to be very greatly im- 
proved. 

The War Eagle declared another divi- 
dend of 130,000, or at the rate of six 
cents per share, payable on the 15th . 
This makes the total of dividends paid 
to date by this mine $187,500.- No. 2 
tunnel opened up a chute over 300 feet 
in length and of an average width of not 
less tlian five feet. The tunnel is 12(i 
feet vertically below the level above, 
and owing to the dip of the vein the dis- 
tance between the two levels is about 
140 feet. In this one chute there are 
over 20,000 tons of ore in aiglit above the 
No. 2 of an average value of at least .$55 
per ton in gold, silver and copper, or 
considerably over $1,000,000. The mine 
is now shipping at the rate of about 75 
tons per day. 

The drift being run from the Josie 
shaft east on the vein ' came into solid 
ore Wednesday. The ore is of good ship- 
ping grade. The most interesting por- 
tion of the Josie mine continues to be in 
the east tunnel, where an ore ehute has 
been opeend uj) the extent of whicii lias 
not even yet been determined. The 
chute is about (iO feet long. When it had 
run this distimce one of 'he so-called 
faults characteristic of the mines in this 
camp appeared and the ore was entirely 
(Hit oil'. Tlie width of the ore back of 
the fault in the big chute ia not yet 
definitely determined. Superintendent 
Long broke into what he belifeved to be 
the foot wait and found five feet of the 
highi'st tiiade ore in the whole chute. 
He c^ontiiuied on beyond this with a 
drill, running a hole six feut deep and 
he got $18 in gold from an assay of the 
drillings. 

Work continues in the Kootenay tun- 
nel with the most favorable outlook. 
The pay chute is now full three feet., 
with a great mass of second grade ore ofi' 
on the foot wall. Manager King now 
has a large accuiuuletiouof ore ready for 
shipment. 

Tlie Monita mine is rapidly getting in 
.shape to prosecute development work. 
The wagon roail from the War lOagle to 
Xo. '4 sliaft is nearly completed luid the 
machinery will shortly be installed. 

In the Trilby there has been disclosed 
a seven foot vein with two feet of solid 
ore. The showing adds greatly to the 
value both of the Trilby and Celtic 
Queen, which adjoins it on the west. 

President Corbin, of the Spokane 
Fall.s A Northern and allied railroads, 
has arrived in town. While here lie will 
complete arrangements to put a hirge 
lAocM of land aiijoiniiig the townsite of 
KosHhind on the niiirket. This land is 
covered by the Derby, Alice, Golden 
Chariot and Great Western mineral 
claims, and has been platted into blocks 
and lota. Regarding the Iveil Mountain 
railroad Mr. Corbin stated that lu: bad 
hoped to have tlio line completed to 
BoBsland by the first of November, but 
now expected to have it in operation by 
the tfsnth of November. 

The shaft on the north vein on the 
Kod Mountain is down ten feet and 
shows two feet ol' solid shipping ore in 
the bottom and all the way down. The 
ore in the shaft shows much copper and 
consideraljle molybdeimm. A new four- 
foot vein has been discovered south of 
the main ledge. The ore here is arsen- 
ical iron instead of copper pyrites. Its 
appearance indicates tnat it ought to 
ran well. 

The Bank of Britisii North America 
has purchased the lot adjoining Mar- 
tin Bros, hardware store, and will erect 
atithe earliest possible date a handsome 
buildine for its exclusive use. 

The Trail smelter is treating 300 tons 
of ore per day, and is in shape to tnin- 
dle at least this quantity daily in fu- 
t H-e. Mr. Heinze ia to be congratulated 
on owning a l aying propontion. 

The Deer I'ark is developing grandly. 
Tae shaft is down !)5 feet and is five by 
seven in the clear. Nearly tlie whole ol 
the bottom is a (iim quartz ore, i;arryiiig 
iron sulphides and molybdenum. The 
aisaya of the latter when first encount- 
ered went only $2 to $-t. The (luaiitily 
of this ore lias increased gradually with 
depth, until now it tills nearly the whole 
bottom of the shaft. Assays (jf *20 were 
got over two weeks ago. On Thursday 
all records on the Deer Park were beaten 
bv an assay of $230. Besides the Deer 



Park we are enabled to chronicle devel- 
opments of great importance on the Iron 
(Jolt, Mugwump, j^optenay, .-Mabel, Jo-

Reports fromHhe JElaie 'mine on Wild 
Horse Creek .(Jonlinue to be of the most 
favorable character. The shaft on the 
vein is well started, and the ledge is full 
six feet wide between two perfect walls. 
The pay ore is three feet wide.'aiid will 
average $59 per ton in gold and silver. 

Superintendent Long, of the ,St. Klmo, 
ia much pleased with the allowing in the 
tunnel he is driving through the Con- 
solidated St. Elmo ground. The face of 
the tunnel is still in decomposed ore and 
vein matter, though some solid quartz 
with chunks of iron pyrites is beginning 
to appear. The assays are satisfactory, 
running as high as $13 in gold. The 
width of the ledge is not yet exactly 
known, but it is one of tbe largest show- 
ings ever^seen in tbe camp. 

The Mabel is the scene of the latest 
strike. A crosscut tunnel was' run to 
strike a vein known to run through the 
property. At a distance o£ 70 feet a 
four-foot body of oxidized vein matter 
was encountered. A drift was run on 
tliis ore body for 30 feet without any 
material ehiuige occurring, although the 
workings were at a depth of 75 feet. Tlie 
showing consisted of two feet of good 
looking ore. Some of it carries a high 
per centage of copper and will probably 
assay very well. 

An important deal has just been 
closed for eleven free milling gold claims 
in the Nelson district between a New 
York man and the several owners of the 
(daims. The deeds are in escrow and 
bonds calling for an aggregate of .'fliO,- 
000 within nine months have been given. 
The claims are situated on tbe head- 
waters of Forty-nine creek, about 12 
miles from Nelson and about six miles 
from the well known Foorman mine. 
The ledges are from two to five feet wide 
and the quartz of very fine quality, per- 
fe "tly free. Many of the samples run as 
lu -J as $S0. 

Wui. J . Harris, manager of the Lily 
Mav, has uiven a contract for sinking 50 
feet in the shaft started some time ago 
in what is known as tlie Zilor vein. This 
vein runs across the Lily May several 
hundred feet south of the vein upon 
which xnost of the work has Iven done. 
There are two shafts on this Zilor vein. 
On one of them, which is down only 15 
feet, a large body of ore has been open- 
ed. It runs pretty well in both gold and 
silver. Assays have been had running 
all tbe way up to $80 in gold and silver. 
The average may be expected to be from 
$15 to $20. 

The Robert E. Lee and Maid of Erin 
have been sold to a syndicate bended by 
D. M. Linnard. It is the purpose of the 
Linnard syndicate to separate the Lee 
and Maid and incorporate two compan- 
ies. The same strong ledge runs through 
both properties and some very good ore 
has been found in both. Machinery, in- 
cluding steam hoists, will bo ordered 
soon, and steps taken to develop botli 
projierties in tlie most thorough andsys- 
tenialie manner. 

Tlie Delacola, which adjoins tbe Eric 
on the north, has started up. The vari- 
ous surface cuts show from eight to 
twenty inches of quartz carrying gold, 
and assays up to ))er ton have been 
obtained. A shaft now clown twelve feet 
showa eight inches of nice ore and two 
feet of well mineralized vein matter. 

The main tunnel of the Hill Top is in 
nearly 100 feet, with a very good show- 
ing in the face. There are two ledges 
plainly indicated. Both appear to run 
straight over from the Mayflower's 
ground. The surface indications on both 
the north and south ledges are very 
favorable, and nunierouH assays running 
from .'f2 to .$12 have been obtained. 

The White Hear company is now re- 
ceiving its new macliinery. This jiro- 
perty unciiiestioiiably cat(;hes the Black 
Bear vein of the Le Roi. The surface 
croppings can easily be traced from the 
Black Bear into the White Bear ground. 

The Prince of Wales group on Look- 
out mountain ia prospecting very wqll. 
.Seven assays of surface ore taken from 
as many dill'erent points on the vein last 
week averaged over $30 in gold. 

All the embarrassmetats which for a 
time surrounded the Homestake appear 
to have been removed. Mr. Linnard and 
Ilia associates babe purchased the stock 
of the people in Spokane who threaten- 
ed to take some sort of legal proceed- 
ings, and the company ia now in an en- 
tirely harmonious condition. Surface 
work recently done on tlie ground east 
of tbe old shaft has exposetl the ledge 
right u|) to tbe Gopher line. The Home- 
stake ledtte has now liiien ojiened lor a 
distance of tJOO feet anil has been found 
to be very well defined and strong every- 
where.

THE SLOGAN. 

A Rival of Rosslaiid in Making the Biggest 
Output. 

Spokane, Oct. 13.— Notwithstanding 

that all eyes are turned to Kosaland and 
the Trail Creek district as being the 
centre of the mining industry of British 
Columbia, there are other portions of 
the province Iruiu which tlie ore pro- 
duction will he greater than that of the 
Rosslantl district this year. In the Slo- 
cari country there are forty-five mines 
from which ore has been shipped within 
the past few months, and BO far as can 
be learned there are more producing 
mines in that section than in any simi- 
lar area on the continent. The number 
will be increased by the addition of 
fnllv fifteen shippers this coming win- 
ter. 

To estimate the value of tlie output 
would be difficult as there are two ways 
by which the ore is shipped out of the 
country, and the figures from one only 
are obtainable. Ttie Slocau Star is 
under contract to ship out .$1 ,000,00(.) 
worth of ore from .\pril last to Lecember 
30 of this year. Other mines are ship- 
ping a greater or less amount. 

The production of ore will be enor- 
mous this year, and greatly increased 
next year. A jiroiiiinent mine owner of 
that section estimates that tiie output of 
ore from October 1 of this year until 
April 1 next will be L'o.OOO tone, of an 
estimated value of at least Jf'^.riOO.OOO. 

Tlie mining districts of British Colum- 
bia have not been one-half explored, for 
the reason that the mineral region ex- 
tends from the snmrnit of the Rocky 
mountains to the west coast of Vancoii- 
ver island, and there is no portion of 
the country south of the Canadian 
Pacific railway where mineral is not 
found. 



BACK FROM ALASKA. 

Return of a Number of Miners— Some Well 
Satisfied, Others Completely 
Disgusted. 

Xa.n-aimo, Oct. j:;. — (Sperial) — The 
steamer Willapa arrived from tiie North 
at 11 o'clock this morning. She brought 
down eighty passengers and a consider- 
able ((uantity of freight, principally sal- 
mon. The majority of her passengers are 
returning Yukon and Cook Inlet miners 
who confirm previous reports in regard to 
the two sections. Many return richer 
than when they started, but many are 
([iiite the ojiposite and have very few 
good tilings to say in regard to Alaska. 
Among the passHiigi rs were also a num- 
ber of American tourists. No news of 
particular interest is reported. After 
taking on coal the Willapa went on to 
the Sound.

THE QUEEN'S HOLIMY. 

We are glad to see that his ^YorslliI) 
the Mayor lias proclaimed the siiteentli 
of the present month td be a public holi- 
day. It will, we have no doubt, be gen- 
erally observed. Queen Victoria has 
been a good Queen, Her life, public 
and private, has been such that she has 
won the respect aa well as the affection 
of all lier subjects. Her reign, too, has 
been in every respect a prosperous one. 
The changes that have taken place in 
the Empire of Great Britain since she 
ascended the Throne have been wonder- 
fully great and nearly all for the better, 
so much so that it is more than proba- 
ble that the Victorian age will be the 
golden age of English history. The sub- 
jects of Queen Victoria liave good rea 
son to rejoice that her reign has been 
long as well as happy and glorious. Let 
the sixteenth then be a day of thanlcs 
givin)! and of general rejoicine. 



A LAMENTABLE FAIL URE. 

Mr. T. McNaught, a gentleman from 
Scotland who takes an interest in the 
experiment of crofter inimipration 
which is being tried in Manitoba, in an 
interview with a reporter of the Winni 
peg Free Press gave an account of the 
present condition of the crofter settlers. 
According to him the crofters, although 
they were largely assisted by the Gov- 
ernment, have not done well. They 
have, in fact, done very badly. Each 
family received from the Imperial Gov 
ernment $600, and from the Dominion 
Government ItJO acres of land. The 
settlers were to repay the money 
eight iustalraents, the first instalment 
not to be paid until the fifth year after 
settlement. These appear to be very easy 
terms. The crofters who settled in Kil 
larney arrived in LSSO. They were 
then KiO in number. When Mr. JIc- 
Nauglit visited the settlementa few days 
ago they had dwindled down to 54, and 
they were, so to speak, immersed in debt. 
They had paid none of the $600 a family 
advanced to them, they had not paid for 
their land and they were deeply in debt 
to local traders. " The debt, of the set- 
tlers to the Imperial Government," Mr. 
McNaught said, "is over .■fo5,000. They 
liave paid back little or nothing of in- 
stalments or interest. Their debts due 
to traders and storekeepers are beyond 
^35,000. If they were to realize their 
assets to-morrow by selling off their 
stock and ellects they would not get 
suflicient to )my their debt to the Impe- 
rial Government." 

The ])Oor jieople have, in fact, nothing 
that they can call their o«ii. During 
the sixteen years tliathaveelajised since 
IS80 thousands of men who did not own 
a dollar and who have not received the 
slightest assistance from Government 
have not oidy made an inili'i)endent 
living in Manitoba but have ac- 
quired a considerable amount of 
property. Why have these settlers 
succeeded, and why have the crotters 
failed? Principally because the men 
who were not helped by government 
relied upon themselves. Knowing that 
they must depend upon themselves 
or starve, they '' rustled." Xecessity 
shai'pcned their wits and spurted them 
on to exertion. Many of them were as 
ignorant of the country and of the busi- 
ness of farming as were the crofters, but 
they profited by every day's experience 
and they even benefited by their blun- 
ders. 

The Saltcoats settlement has not Ijecn 
more successful thaii that at Ivillarney. 
There were originally in that settlement 
49 families, numbering 282 persons. 
They came to Manitoba in 1889 and took 
up 72 homesteads. To-day there are 22 
homesteads and 90 persons. Their debt 
to the Imperial government is .t35,000, 
and they have not paid Ijack a cent. 
Jlr. McNaught said that if they were to 
realize all their ellects to-morrow it 
would not pay the debt, or anything like 
it,. This is not taking into consideration 
any debts to storekeepers or traders. 

Commenting upon the failure of the 
crofters the Winnipeg Free Press says: 
"The national and natural cluiracteris- 
tics of the Scottish Highlander lit him 
to engage iu n struggle with difliculties 
with aa much chance of succesa as 
most; but these are, unfortunately, the 
victims of Government nursing and 
coddling, and being strangers to the now 
life in more tlmn the ordinary sense, 
and having the misfortune to lose at the 
start more than they could recover with 
common patience and industry, they 
Jiave not made the success we could all 
wish them." That the Highlander has 



in him the material to make one of the 
best of pioneers has been proved over 
and over again in the eastern colonies of 

British America. They have conquered 
difliculties immeasurably greater than 
the settlers on the prairies have to con- 
tend with, and their descendants form a 
large and a conspicuous proportion of 
the bone and siuew as well as the brain 
and the enterprise of the population of 
that part and other parts of the Domin- 
ion. We are quite satisfied that the 
crofters did not fail in Manitoba because 
they were Highlanders, but because they 
were coddled by Government and taught 
to depend upon others rather than com- 
pelled to rely on themselves. 

A SENSIBLE OLD MAN. 

A friend baa kindly sent us an Ameri- 
can campaign tract. It is in the form of 
a letter written by Mr. J. W. Cooper to 
the Santa Barbara Herald. Iti title is 
" Stoj) Your Kicking," and it, from the 
first sentence to the last, is full of plain 
wholesome common sense. The writer 
addresses those who are complaining 
that the rich are in these days getting 
richer, and the poor poorer, that those 
who are making money are all rogues 
and extortioners, and declaring that the 
only virtuous people that are left in tlic 
world are the men who have not one 
dollar to rub against another. 

There are a good many such growlers 
and kickers here as well as in the United 
States. His answer to these discon 
tented demagogues when they say, 
"Look how millionaires liave increased 
iu tile last fifty years," is: 

I admit it: but the same increase holds 
good with the three-quarter million- 
aire, the half millionaire, the hundred- 
thousand-doUarman, and soon down to 
the well-to-do laborer and farmer. The 
advance in wealth takes in all classes 
except the idle, the dissolute, and in 
rare cases the unfortunate. 

To'the complaint that the poor are 
getting poorer, be replies that the ad- 
vance in wealth and comfort is partici- 
pated in by all classes, the wage-earners 
as well as others. 

You can see this, he says, if you com- 
pare the wages and prices of to-day with 
those of fifty years ago. You could hire 
a good common laborer tlien for 13 to 
20 cents a day. 1 have known good 
farm hands to hire by the year for .'fliO 
and board. At that time every jiar- 
ent luul to pay for his children's 
schooling, and you could hire a teacher 
— the best they had then — for $15 a 
month and board him around among his 
patrons. Now, any kind of a teacher 
gets .$50 to $00, and any kind of a hjred 
hand $15 and board. That is all right. 
I like to see the laborer get good pay, 
and I don't believe tliere is any man liv- 
ing who has more sympathy for the poor 
laboring man than I ; for no man ever 
started in life poorer than I did. I be- 
gan without a dime in my pocket. My 
first job was harvesting and threshing 
out grain with horses for 20 cents a day 
and hoarded myself, except that my em- 
ployer gave me a lunch. Tliere was no 
farm machinery then and grain had to 
be trampled out with horses. 

How is it now? The harvest hand gets 
from $1.50 to $2,50 ])er day, nn<l owing 
to the rapid work of the reaiiing and 
threshing machines the farmer gets 
more out of it than he did* then. IJoth 
the farmer and his hand educate their 
children, if they have any, at the jmblic 
expense. The older ones are sent to a 
imulic high schoul, and if .loliiiny's pa- 
rents want a lawyer in the family, there 
is a Hastings Law School that don't cost 
him a cent. All is supported by the 
taxpayer, the much abused owner of 
property, and it is all free to Johnny 
even if his father don't pay a cent of the 
taxes for its support. That is all right 
and r like to see it. What I (Idh'I like 
is to hear .Tohnny's father complaining 
about the rich people robbing the poor. 

The old gentleman is evidently a keen 
observer and he looks at things as they 
are and not from a standpoint of impos- 
sible theory : 

Talk about the rich getting richer apd 
the poor poorer! If you are standing 
with a stranger on the street to-day, and 
the daughter ot a millionaire and the 
daughter of a carpenter, a teamster or a 
hod-carrier pass by, and you ask the 
stranger to guess which one is the 
daughter of the millionaire, the odds are 
even that lie will point to the daughter 
of the hod-carrier. In all jirobabilily 
she is as well dressed and as well educat- 
ed as tlie other. It is all bosh to talk 
about the times getting harder for the 
poor man than thuy usitd to be. Wo are 
all getting more extravagant and reck- 
less. We want to get money to spend 
and make a show with, and we do it 
with a v<iiigeance; and then we get 
swamjied and go to abusing the banker 
or capitalist who loaned na the money 
and had to foreclose on our homes to 
save himself from loss. 

Then Mr. Cooper tells the kickers that 
they can get a great deal more of the 
necessaries, the comforts and the luxur- 
ies of life for their money now than 
wage earners could when ho was a boy 
and their pay so low. He says : 

But to show that times are not harder 
with the laborer or the farmer than they 
were fifty or sixty years ago, lot me 
quote a few prices. A suit oi men's 
clothes that you get now for $15 or $20 
woiild then have cost you $10. The 
common wooden bucket that you buy 
for 25 cents then cost you a dollar. Any 
kind of tinware then cost from three to 
four times as much as itdoes now. Guns, 
shot, lead, rope, everything that was 
made abroad or imported, cost from 
two to four times what they do now. 
Common brown sugar was worth from 
12 to 18 cents a pound, tea twice what it 
is now, and coflee so dear that I have 
maay a time browned barley or wheat 
and mixed it, two-thirds barley or wheat 
and one-third coffee. Tea, coffee, ami 
sugar were then considered luxuries, 
now they ure considered necessaries. 
Nails, I remember, were ton cents a 
pound. You could not get any kind of 
calico for less than 14 cents a yard. 
These are only a few saiiijilca. The 
eanio fall in prices will hold true of 
everything the jjcoplo have to buy ex- 
cept farm products. Now for those |)ro- 
ducts, which most of the jieople then 
had to raise to get money to pay for the 
high priced articles I have named. I 
have raised many a ton of tobacco and 



sold it for $2.50 per hundred weight for 
the very best, tlie poorer quality bring- 
ing only 75 cents. I have seen corn that 
would yield fifty bushels to the acre sell 
in the field for $1.3~j^ cents per acre at 
administrator's sale. Pigs and slioats 
four months old sold at; the same time 
for 37,' .< cents a dozen. I have seen sold 
at the country iiotel many a dozen 
chickens at 37.'^ cents. I have sold 
turkeys, grown, lat and dressed at 20 
cents each and took my pay in dry 
goods at more than double the pre- 
sent prices. How IB it now? I have 
paid 25 cents per pound for turKey.in 
this town, I have seen many a nice cow 
and calf sold both for $6, I have sold, 
after driving them four miles, 23 hogs, 
averaging 250 pounds neat meat, for $71, 
and everything else in proportion. Ser- 
vant girls in those days hired out tor 60 
cents a week and board, and they not 
only did the cooking but also the wash- 
ing and ironing. I have known men 
take contracts to clear up heavy tim- 
bered land at $5 per acre, ready for the 
plow, and there would he from ten to 
fifteen large trees to the acre, any one of 
which could not bs got out of the way at 
the present time for less than $5, 

From this it can be seen that all 
classes are better off now than they were 
in the days of their fathers and their 
grandfathers, and that many of the 
grievances that people complain of are 
more imaginary than real. 

Those who believe that the dema- 
gogues who are continually trying to 
make people discontented with things 
as they are. would, if theyliad the power, 
make life easier and pleasanter for the 
masses, have only to observe how they 
act when by some unfortunate chance 
they are elevated to jiositions of author 
ity and responsibility. So far from iiiak 
ing matters better they make them 
worse. They are, as a class, the greed i 
est of office seekers, the most unscrupu 
lous of spoil grabbers, and the most 
blundering as well as the most corrupt 
of administrators. Place a bowling 
demagogue in an office in which he can 
exercise power and the chances are a 
hundred to one that he proves to bo the 
most intolerant and the most arbitrary 
of tyrants, and let him by some chance 
get rich and he becomes exacting as a 
creditor and offensively purse proud as 
a member of, society.

" Don't forget the Senator," put in 
Mr. Earle; " 1. know he really expected 
to be taken into the Cabinet, but as 
things are tliere seems to he no portfolio 
in sight for him. It will be interesting 
to learn from our Liberal friends whe- 
ther that is tlieir idea of cabinet repre- 
sentation — an lionorary position without 
any departmental authority or duties 
given to a member of the Senate, who 
does not have to submit his actions to 
the people for approval." 

Reverting to the Times' articles on 
the subject of the subsidies. Col. Prior 
said he felt satished that the Board of 
Trade, to whom he lirst made the state- 
iiieiits now called in ijuestion by the 
Times, are willing to believe him in 
])reference to those who without any 
]astiiicalion have thought fit to dispute 
his veracity. His statement was abso- 
lutely correct — that the Tapper govern- 
ment while he waa a member of it liad, 
after considering the great number of 
api)lications for railway subsidies before 
them, come to the concluBion to include 
those to the Ji. tV N. railway extension 
and the first section of llie British 
I'acific in the subsidies to have been 
asked from parliament last session. 
It is quite true, as Mr. Blair 
said in the House in answer to .Mr. Mc- 
Iiinea, that no iirovision waa actually 
made for those subsidies, and the reason 
why this waa so was that the Liberal o))- 
position so obstructed tlie business of 
the House that it became useless to pre- 
sent the subsidy resolutions or the sup- 
plementary estimates either, as it was a 
certainty that they could not be consid- 
ered. 

" It is a matter beyond dispute," Col. 
Prior continued, "lliat the Tiijiiier govern- 
ment desired to pass a long list of subsi- 
dies, and that fact was used against them 
by a portion of the Grit press who alleg- 
ed that these subaidies were to form a 
bribery fund. It will be remembered, 
too, that when Sir ^lackeiizie Boweli 
was out here he gave his word 
as I'reiuicr that the I';. N. 
railway eMeiiHion would he aiiioiigst the 
very lirrlol the rua(is subsidised when- 
ever the goveriinient resumed the grant- 
ing of Huljaidies. He was as good as hia 
word and, as I said, our Island railway 
was put on the list. If the government 
had ijcen sustained that list would have 
been submitted to parliament at the ses- 
sion just ended, just as we would have 
then brouvht down the supplementary 
estimates also intended for the jirevions 
session." 

With respect to the judgeship, being 
shown the statement in last night's 
Times that "All the Tory gnuulding 
about Eastern men was witnout loiinda- 
tiori," both Col. Prior and Mr. Earle 
said that tliere was the best of founda- 
tion for the jn-otests, which were not 
by any means conliiic(l to the 
Toi ica. 'J'here was, for instaiu'e, the 
oilicial protest of the Victoria 
Bar Association, representing both 
sides of jiolitics, and they bad reason to 
believe tliat notwithbtauding tliis the 
government still clung to the idea of 
tliuH providing for Mr. Joseph Martin 
until at length the protests of their own 
supporter, the member for Westminster 
district, induced them to give way. 
Then Mr. Eraser of Guysborough was 
taken up, and so late as the date of pro- 
rogation that gentleman's friends con- 
fidently expected that he would get the 
aiipoiutmont — their expectation of 
coui'so being based on the result of their 
interviews with the goveniincnt. It 
ai)])eara, too, that the British Columbia 
J..iheral members wore far from agreeing 
on this question, some of them 
being quite willing tliat an 
Eiistern man should have the ap- 
pointment if thereby Mr. Laurier 
would bo accommodated in hie diflicult 
task of finding places .for the host of 
Liberal appIieBntsJ'"'«With'' respeot tO Mh' 
iMoColl's appointment, they thought it 
sliould prove a very popular one. • '^^ 

It seems that though one chief plank 
ill the Liberal platform in Pritish OqI- 
uinblaaitUb lust election was that this 
' province Wf 8 being unjustly treated by 
llie Conservative, government in the

Q. "Did you visit the mines this 
trip?" A. "Yes, I spent two or three 
days in Bossland, ami found that almost 
every property of note was being worked 
and that nearly all of them were looking 
splendidly.

Fastnesses. 

Chicago, Oct. 13. — A special to the 
Times-Herald from Key West, Fla., 
says : The sudden return of Gen. Bernal 
to Havana from the northern coast of 
the province of Pinar del Eio, where he 
was sent by Gen. Weyler to command 
the Spanish forces in the recent engage- 
ments against A ntonio Mnceo, has caus- 
ed a profound sensation in Havana. 
( ien. liiM-nal has retni iied on aick leave 
and liaa asked to be sent over to Spain, 
b(!ing thoroughly disheartened over the 
i-esiilt of the campai;,ru just inan^'urated 
against the insurgents in Pinar del Uio. 

The general reports that Maceo has 
thoroughly reorganized his forces in the 
last few months and entrenched liiinself 
in the most commanding position of the 
mountain fastnesses, and that any at- 
tempt to dislodge him would he sure to 
result in disastrous failure and whole- 
sale slaughter of the Spaniards. The 
folly of attempting to dislodge Maceo 
has been fully demonstrated, Gen. Ber- 
nal says, in all the recent engagements, 
when 'from commanding positions the 
Spanish officers were picked off by sharp- 
shooters and the troops, lacking leaders, 
became demoralized and were slaught- 
ered like sheep.

A'ew YonK, Oct. l,?,— Rev. Mr. AVat- 
aon (Ian Maclaren) delivered his first 
lecture in this country last night in 
Brooklyn at the Academy of Music.

A Cuban Town Beset lor Thirteen Days by 
Insurgents. 

Havana, Oct, 13.— The Cuban forces 
in Eastern Cuba, under Gomez and 
Garcia, have taken the field, and nieagrt 
accounts have just been received of a de 
termined sicL'C by them, lasting thirteen 
days, of Cascorris, in the Eastern di 
trict of the province of Puerto Principe. 
The olliuial report of this affair is just 
given out and is aa follows: 

" The thirteen days' siege of Cascorria 
by the insurgents has been broken 
by General CastillanoB. The troops 
taking part in these engagements 
numbered 5,000, including 1,8011 in- 
fantry, 300 cavalry and two pieces of 
artillery. The inFurgenta fired as maiiy 
as 21!) shells during the siege. On 
October S another engagement occurred, 
in which the insurgents were defeated 
after four hours' fit'litiiig, their loss be 
ing unknown, l)iit it is i)resumed to be 
large. The troops in this engagement 
lost, live killed and two chiefs, three otfi- 
eers and hi privates being v.-oundeo." 

PROSPECTIVE TROUBLES. 

Dwlglit L. Moody Says It Becomes Chris- 
tians to Pray for Peace at This 
Juncture, 

New YoKK, Oct. 13. — Speaking at the 
closing meeting of tlie Christian Mis 
sionary .Alliance at Carnegie hall on 
Sunday night, Rev. Dwiglit L, Moody 
said: "Never since the lime of -the war 
baa this country so needed the earnest 
support of all Christians to pray for 
peace. The trouble that is springing ;id 
between the two political parties caimot 
be seen so easily here in the East, but 
out in the West, -where I liave been 
twice during tbe past month, it is as- 
suming a very alarming aspect."

Lo.vDON, Oct. i;}.— The Most llev. Dr. 
Benson, Archbishop of Canterbury, was 
seized with apoplexy after the service 
commenced at Hawarden chutcb on 
Sunday morning.' He was carried to the 
rectory, where he died at II :30 o'clock. 
The Bev. Archibald Farrar, Dean of 
Caiiterl)ury, received a telegram from 
Stephen Gladstone, rector of Hawarden, 
stating that the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury passed away peacefully and sud- 
denly at 1 1 :15 o'clock. He had attended 
the eaply communion. Dean Farrar, in 
preaching in the cathedral on Sunday 
evening, referred to his forty-live years' 
intimacy with the deceased prelate. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury arrived 
at Hawarden on Saturday evening, on 
his return from a viait in tlie north of 
Ireland. He appcareii to be in rolnist 
health, and expressed to Mrs. Glad- 
stone his great gratilication over his 
Irish tour. He arose early on Sunday, 
and attended the early communion with 
his wife and others. The weather was 
hittLM ly cold, and Mr. Gladstone did not 
attenil the church. The wliole party 
occu])ied the tiladstone pew, near the 
chancel. 

Directly the service began, and while 
the rector, Kev. .Stephen Gladstone, was 
reading the absolution, Archbishop Ben- 
eon, who was kneeling, was seen to 
twitch in the arm for a fe-w minutes, 
and then collapsed altogether, ilerbert 
Gladstone, finding the archbishop had 
had a dangerous eeixure, called to the 
clerk and others, who carried him to the 
library. Doctors were hastily summoned. 
The stricken prelate was gasping pain- 
fully for breath. Applications of ether 
and other means to induce artificial res- 
piration were resorted to. 

Kev. Mr. Gladstone, the rector, who 
hail left the church when the archbishop 
was carried out, returned ami announc- 
ed the illness to the congregation, who 
were waiting in painful suspense. He 
asked for jirayera. All ellbrtB to rally 
the distinguished patient proved vain, 
andhetliedin a few minutes. Herbert 
Gladstone whisporcil the news to the 
rector, who announced the archbishop'a 
dead, the news causing a profound sen- 
sation among the worshippers in the 
church. The hymn, "Forever With the 
Lord, " was sung and the dead march 
was played, all present standing and 
ehovving themselves to be deeply 
alFected. 

Mrs. Gladstone conveyed the sad news 
to her husband, who was greatly shocked 
and distressed. Afterw-ards, remarking 
on the event, Mr. Gladstone said : " He 
died like a soldier." The odicial medi- 
cal announcement of the death to tlie 
coroner stated it was due to a))oplexy. 
The medical attendants' coni'Mr in the 
o!>inion that heart failure caused the 
death, but that this was directly due to 
the seizure. Mrs. P>enson was present 
at the time of her husband's death, and 
she afterwards went to Hawarden, The 
bells were tolled, and references were 
made to the death of the primate of all 
England in many of the churches in the 
kingdom. 

CASE OF THE CASTDES. 

The Accused Lady Remanded— She Is Be- 
lieved Not to Be in Her 
Right Mind. 

LoNiJo.v, Oct. 13. — In Marlborough 
street ]jolice court to-day, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter M. Castle, of San Fram;isco, ar- 
rested at the Hotel Cecil on Tuesday 
last, cliarged with stealing a <iuantity of 
furs, etc., from various dpalers, Were ar- 
raigned on remand and, after a short 
hearing, were again rcmanclccl for a 
week, liail being allowed in the suin of 
.$10,000. Mrs. Castle .sobbed viole.'itly 
while in the dock and kept a handker- 
chief to her face, When the lirst wit- 
ness was called Mrs. Cnstle became hys- 
terical. Mr. Castle put his arm around 
his wife, supjiorting her and doing hia 
utmost to pacify the sull'ering woman. 

r\Ir. .-Vvery jirosecuted for the treasury. 
He detailed the circumstances attending 
the arrest of the prisoners, and said he 
was informed by otticialiC of the United 
States embassy that Mr. Castle bore a 
high reputation in San Francisco. Pie 
])roduced a long list of articles found 
among Castle's efTects. Continuing Mr. 
Avery said it was not a case of wealthy 
jiersona buying gootla which they had 
not intended to jiay for, but asserted 
it^ was a regular case of sliop- 
liiting. Counsel for the treasury added, 
he would not read the wliole Hat of 
articles whicli it was claimed were 
stolen, but begged to call the attention 
of the magistrate to the following: 
Eighteen tortoisesliell combs, seven 
liand mirrors, two sable boas, two mufTs, 
two neckties, seven gold watches, nine 
clocks, seventeen valuable fans, sixteen 
brooches, seven tortoisesliell eyeglasses, 
two ])lated toast racks marked " Hotel 
Cecil," and a large number of smaller 
articles of lees value. 

During the reading of this list Mrs. 
Castle appeared to be upon the point of 
losing consciousness. Frequently she 
ejaculated, "Oh, dear," "Oh, dear," 
and finally closed her eyes and sank 
moaning feebly upon her husb.Tnd'fi 
Blioulders. Mr. Harris, of Jells it 
Harris, furriers. Regent street, was the 
first witness ealle(l by the prosecution. 
He teetilied that Mr. and Mrs. Caatle, 
accoiiijjanied by their son, 10 years old, 
,vho was arretted at the same time as 
lis iiarents, but uubseiiuently released, 
visited the store together upon three oc- 
casions, Mrs. Castle, ho added, did 
most of the talking and the party separ- 
ated while in the store, going to diflerent 
counters. After the departure of the 
Castles, witnodu continued, some sable 
boas and some chinchilla skins were 
missing, and the suspicion of the mem- 
bers of the firm were'atoused. 

Several witnesHes were called who 
corroborated the statements made by 
counsel for the iirosecution. 

Counsel for the Castles said to a re- 
porter of the Associated Press at the 
conclusion of the hearing that Mrs. 
Castle was completely prostrated. On 
leaving the court room she drove with 



her husband to some friends in order to 
see her son, who is being cr.rijd for by 
them. The meeting between Mrs. Castle 
and her son is described as being most 
atl'ecting. She is now under a doctor's 
care. Continuing, the counsel said, "I 
do not believe it to be a case of klepto 
mania," but, ha added, " I am convinced 
that the woinanvda , not, in her right 
mind." • '••"iiie-i

He returned and after practising 
law for some time eventually interested 
himself with William T. Coleman & Co. 
in canning interests. 



Terrible Amount of Destruction on 
the Atlantic Coast— Vessels 
Delayed. 



Havoc Wrought in the Vicinity of 
New York— The Pleasure 
Resorts. 



Nkw York, Oct. 18.— The great storm 
of 1890 baa not as yet Deen relegated to 
the annals of the past. The story has 
not yet been told. No one has so far 
been able to estimate the damage 
wrought by the winds and the waves, or 
to say how far reaching was tiie fury of 
the gale blowing. Far as the eye can 
see from any point along the shores of 
Long Island, along the Jersey coast, in 
over the lowlands and, in some instances, 
over the highlands — wherever one may 
turn, there are the evidences that a hur- 
ricane has been passing through tliis 
section of the country. For two days 
and a night the gale blew with ever in- 
creasing fury, and to-day there was a 
steady downpour of rain to add to the 
miserable devastation already done. 

Thousands have spent the day at the 
beaches to view the work of destruction 
and to look upon the piles of twisted 
ratters. Handsome lawns that have 
beautified the grounds of the hotels of 
the beach have been torn up like 
ploughed fields, and yesterday when the 
storm was at its height the huge struc- 
tures themselves in many places were 
threatened by the waves. One hotel did 
go down, unable to stand the forces 
against it. That was the Brunswick, on 
Sea isle, the finest structure of its kind 
in this section. Nor was it along the 
const alone that the fury of the gale 
manifested itself. 

Jersey City was in places practically 
iniindated. Boats were a valuable ac- 
quisition to-day, both for purposes of re- 
moval and locomotion. The railroads in 
that section of New Jersey at times sue 
as these are unfortunate enough to be 
located close to the sbon;, and were suf- 
ferers to the extent of suspending busi- 
ness for a period- Many of the smaller 
towns in the state had to be content with 
a lonesome existence, which in some 
instances continues, for all traflic 
in and out of tho.':e jilaces was stoppei 
The wires to Sandy Hook were down for 
many hours, and when communication 
was again established it was only to 
learn that never before had such a hur- 
ricane been experienced. I5ut Coney 
island was the greatest suflbrer. One 
may not now stroll about the well re 
membered walks fronting the beach, but 
he may climb wearily over the masses of 
ruins that mark the old paths, or stand 
afar and view the wrecked pavilions ami 
water chutes and ice slides. 

The light and airy beer gardens that 
stood upon the shore, anil the bathing 
houses and floats from the farthermost 
corner of Manhattan to way beyond the 
end of the Bowery at West Brighton, a 
point that marks the end of a long line 
of anuieement places — one and all have 
fallen. Seidel'a concert hall is 
among the latter. The ruins of 
two walls are all that mark the huge 
structure, which yesterday crashed in 
under the terrific force of the water 
hurled against it. It is believed that 
several hundred thousand dollars would 
not cover the value of the places de- 
stroyed. Yesterday the tide was higher 
than anybody had ever before remem- 
bered it to be, but early this morning, 
long before the sun had risen, it had 
again reached a maximum still higher 
than at the jirevioua flood. It only 
neeilcd this to comjilete the devastation 
along the beaches. 

Several belated steamers from Euro- 
pean porta arrived at quarantine to-day 
and report the recent storm as being a 
very severe one. All these steamers ex- 
perienced strong westerly winds imtil 
approaching the coast, when the wind 
shifted to the northeast and blew with 
almost hurricane force, accompanied by 
a huge and furious sea. The steamers 
made good headway and ran before the 
wind and sea until approaching Sandy 
Hook lightship, when they were com- 
pelled to proceed slowly. 

Pilots wore taken on board vessels 
with dilliculty, owing to the heavy sea 
running. The barometer gave am))ie 
warning of the ai)proaching storm, the 
glass fell slowly, but steadily, for about 
twelve hours, and tlieii rose slowly 
again. The oflicera of the various steam- 
ers arriving to-day were nearly all worn 
out from constant work on the bridge, 
several of them not having slept forever 
forty-eight hours. 

A Pretoria despatch to the Daily Tele- 
graph says that it is rejiorted that a 
crisis is imminent at Capetown, involv- 
ing the resignation of the premier of 
Cape Colony, Sir James Sievewright. 

The Chronicle has a Brnsaels despatch 
which says that aSpanlsh wom'an nameil 
Blanc poured vitriol on the face and hotly 
of her lover, a Frenchman named Bon- 
nalfet, and then tried to poison herself.
